Mr. A. C. Fraser Produced the Account 


From the Bank's Ledger and Explained 
Various Entries. 


Several bits of interesting mlforma- 
tion were brought out before the Roy- 
al Commission this morning, which 
resumed its sittings in the courtroom 
after an dnterval of several weeks 
spent in Winnipeg and the cast. There 
wis not much of a crowd jpresent, 
most of the spectators being lawyers 
and those who are interested in the 
proceedings of ithe commission, De- 
sides R. LB. Bennett, who appeared in 
his capacity as counsel, Hon. C. W. 
Cross «was the only member of the 
legislature present. An interesting 
feature this morning was a good sized 
trunk that contained the various ¢x- 
hibits and documents that the com- 
anission Shas collected in its travels.

W, R. Clarke’s Deposits 

Mr. Allen C. Fraser, manager of ‘the 
Merchants. Bank here was the first 
witness called. 

Mr. Waisti immediately plunged in- 
to the question of the deposits amade 
by Clarke last October. 

Mr. Fraser stated that on October 
and Olarke deposited four checks, ag- 
yregating $50,000, and drawn by the 
Merchants Bank. One of these checks 
was for $40,000 and was signed by 
Clarke.

Fraser simply showed the drafts cash- 
ed by him on the instructions of Mr. 

“Mr. Walsh asked if there 
would-be any objection to his compar- 
ing the statement with the figures in 
the bank’s books. On a request by 
counsel Mr Fraser was reluctant to 
produce Clarke’s ledger account, ex- 
plaining that he did not consider it 
right to make public the affairs of a 
client.

Mr. Fraser obeyed the order of the 
court but nothing of an interesting 
nature was revealed. Mr. Fraser's

SUES PAPER FOR 
$2,000 DAMAGES 


S. Kushner Brings Action Against 
Bulletin Company on the Ground 


of Libel. 


Kushner thas entered a suit 
in the Supreme Court, against the 
3ulletin Company, claiming $2,000 
damages for “maliciously publishing 
in their paper “that the proprictor of 
“The Fashion,” 277 Jasper Avenue, 
Kast, had absconded Ieaving liabilities 
amounting to $25,000. 

On Tuesday, January 25, toro, the 
Bulletin published an article, saying 
that Kushner chad disappeared with 
liabilities amounting ‘to $25,000 and 
leaving .assets worth $5,000 and that 
he had “dropped from sight as mys- 
teriously and completely as did David 
Feinstein of the Crash! Biff!! Bang! 
Emporium.” 

Mr, Kushner now says ‘that ‘his ibusi- 
ness was greatly damaged iby ‘the Bul- 
lotin’s publication and that many of 
his former customers shad left shim, 
and ‘the firms with which he used to 
do business were unwilling to give 
eredit. He will, ‘therefore, sue for 
$2,000, as compensation for shis loss of 
business. , 

The Bulletin further stated that, 
Kushner chad deft didmonton telling 
his friends that he was going to New 
York to purelyase goods and shad hints 
ed that there was a possibility of his 
getting amarricd there, but that en- 
quiries had proved that ‘he had never 
visited the stores in New York.

WORKING ON VANCOUVER SEWERS 


Fellow Workmen Watched it all and in 
Spite of Man's Plea Did Not 


Interfere. 


Vancouver, BC, May 17.—Stabbed 
to death from behind as he was. run- 
ning from a knife in the hand of his 
relentless fellow-country, Sissi Pirri 
met his sudden fate in the open street 
at the corner of Powell and Victoria 
Drive yesterday afternoon. Scores of 
men of his own race on every side 
were unwilling or unable to assist 
him. When his victim fell, B. Bostin, 
the murderer, turned and ran west 
down the railway tracks about a hun- 
dred yards. Some one called to him 
and he retraced his steps to where 
some of his fellow-laborers were 
standing and from there he took a 
hastily collected sum of money, leav- 
ing the scene again at a sharp run in 
his effort to escape the dragnet of 
the law. 

The dead man and his slayer were 
both members of a city gang at pre- 
sent laying sewers ‘along Victoria 
Drive. Both were working in the 
same trench, their heads barely show- 
ing above the ground, when an argu- 
ment started between them which 
soon developed into a wild bandying 
of detectives. In the midst of the al- 
tercation Costin drew a long bladed 
jack-knife from his pocket and made 
at Pierri. Denfenceless, the latter 
ran a short distance down the ditch 
and then scrambled to the level 
ground above, his enemy close to his 
heels, shouting and swearing in It- 
alian 

Again and again the doomed man 
screamed in his native tongue and in 
English, “Ife will kill me, he will kill 
me,” but not one of the laborers there 
moved a foot to intervene between the 
murderer and his victim. The end of 
the race for life or death was a fore- 
gone conclusion, for Pierri, though 
younger than the other, was much 
larger and heavier. Just as his quarry 
was leaving the street in the direction 
of the raflway tracks, Costin’ gained 
on him, in one spring, and plunged the 
knife into the base of Pierri’s neck 
below the left ear. The stabbed man 
dropped like a log. He never recov- 
ered consciousness. ‘Twenty police- 
men were on the scene within a quar- 
ter of an hour and expect to round 
up the Italian shortly.

UNITED AIDS HAD 
SUCCESSFUL YEAR 


Semi-Annnal Report Shows That 
Em ployment was Found for 377 and 
' Many Were Relieved. 


The half-yearly statement of ‘the 
Edmonton and District ‘Council of 
United Aids shows that during the six 
months the council received $2,078, 
all of which was expended save $287, 
of which $228 is in the bank and $58 
cash on hand. The principal receipts 
were city council grant $1,300; dona- 
tions and collections, $319; commission 
sale of tickets for the juvenile Bos- 
tonians, $118.85. One item of the re- 
ceipts which is not large, but which 
is important, is $138 which was made 
up by refunds of men assisted after 
they thad secured work, 

The chief items of expenditure were: 
Rent $75, salary $300, safe, furniture 
and fixtures, $206; printing and adver- 
tising, $618; relief in coal, food, medi- 
cine and beds, $809; funerals, $86. 

Jesides other relief the report says 
that about one thousand dollars worth 
of clothing was donated to the icoun- 
cil and distributed. Another big item 
not included in the financial statement 
is the value of medicine and medical 
attendance freely given by the physi- 
cians of the city. 

During the six months, employment 
was found for 377 persons.

C.P.R. ROUTE TO NEW YORK 


Canadian Road Seeking Right of Way 
Through New York State. 


Albany, ‘May 17.—Verplank Colvin 
of Albany, has taken a new tack in 
order to revive the right of the New 
York and Canadian Pacific Railroad 
Company to continue and complete 
the construction of its proposed: new 
standard gauge steam railroad extend- 
ing across the State from Naw York 
City to the Canadian line. ‘or the 
past few years bills permitting this 
company to complete the construc- 
tion of dts road have pased the Legis- 
lature, but Governor Hughes refused 
to sign them, 

‘Today Senator Gardner (Dem.) on 
behalf of some Schenactady constitu- 
ents, introduced a resolution which 
was referred to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee. This resolution author- 
izes ‘the company to ‘take any and all 
steps necessary for the completion of 
its railroad and approaches and con- 
nections, and the public service com- 
missions are directed to issue such 
certificates of necessity as shall facili- 
tate ‘the construction of ‘the road. 
Power and authority ids given the Su- 
ipreme Court to hear orders upon ap- 
plication of the railroad icompany to 
enforce this resolution of the Legisla- 
ture. 


HOLDEN WAS 
A BIT FAST 


His Confession, Read in Court, Did 
Not Help Him. 


BANK MANAGER WRITES TO COURT 
Explains That Holden's Salary was Small 


Because he was Still a Pro- 
bationer. 


There were fresh revelations in Dis- 
trict Court this morning dn the case 
against ‘the bank clerk Holden, 

A letter had been received from the 
manager of the Bank of Commerce in 
Strathcona and was read in ‘the court. 
It says that the had seen the report of 
the trial in the :papers, and wished to 
clear up one or two points which the 
‘court seemed to be in error about. 

Holden, he said, had mot finished this 
probationary six months, and that this 
salary was ‘$250 per annum, with an 
allowance of $200, free light and Jaun- 
dry; and that in June, when this pro- 
bation ended, he would get an extra 
$1oo. He did not pay ‘his debts in 
Strathcona and still owes $30 there. 
He made a bluff of paying them by 
cheques, which he knew would be dis- 
honored. Also he thad stolen from 
the savings bank, sums amounting to 
$20 and $19 before he Ieft for Winni- 
peg. 

A signed confession made iby Hol- 
den, was also read in court, in which 
he confessed that he shad taken a 
cheque ‘book from ‘the bank, contain- 
ing nine cheques, all stamped with 
the “acepted” stamp of the bank. 
When he got to Winnipeg the cashed 
one of these cheques for $25, but Jost 
it all immediately matching for $1 and 
$2 bills in the Royal Alexandria Hotel 
in Winnipeg. . He said that the had 
been drinking quite a bit, and ‘had 
spent a lot of money in the hotel. His 
brother worked in Winnipeg and his 
mother avas dependent on her ‘two 
sons for her support. Holden said that 
he knew ‘this confession might ibe 
used as evidence against him but that 
he made it freely.

Believed Also That the Smaller Sized 
Notes Would be Easier to 
Handle. 


Washington, D. C., May 17.—A_ re- 
duction in the size of paper money of 
the United States will ‘be made if Sec- 
retary of the ‘Treasury McVeagh ac- 
cepts recommendations that sill be 
made to him within a few weeks by a 
cammittee of treasury Officials appoin't- 
cd to investigate this and ‘other pro- 
posed reforms. 

ihe object of the proposed charge 
is to supply the country mith a size 
of currency more convenient for hand- 
ling and to save the g $500,- 
000 2 year in paper and engraving. 

The now sized banknotes to be re- 
commended is about one-fourth as 
large as the notes new in circulation. 
The present notes are of a size that 
has been the standard for genera-

iKansas has Prohibited the use of Public 
Drinking Cups in Trains in That 
State. 

Chicago, May 17.—Thhe perils of the 
public drinking cup, which are being 
recognized more clearly in the United 
States month by month, were emphas- 
ized yesterday in the announcement of 
the death of an IHlinois woman from 
an illness contracted from this com- 
mon carrier of disease. 

An agitation for the suppression of 
the cup used promiscuously in drink- 
ing in public places, such as — rail- 
way coaches, was started dn Cincinnati 
in the meeting of the General Federa- 
tion of Women's Clubs. And the Chi- 
cago ‘board of Hducation at ‘the same 
tiem started out to remedy this men- 
nee to the school pupils here. 

Watseka Woman is Victim 
The woman whose shocking death 


gave point to the crusade avas Mrs. 
Clive Peters of Watseka, Ih She 
died yesterday from a malignant blood 
disease, contracted while she was tra- 
velling on a train in Omaha, Neb.
